These
causes are of two kinds: | (1)
those which -have to do with
physical- or mental condition of
the child, such as glandular
trouble, nervons instability and
malnutrition, and (2) those which
have to do with the conditions
under which he' lives.

Cases Thoroughly Studied

The first set of causes inter-
fere with normal physical growth
and development and the: latter
interfere with adjustment to peo-
ple and the laws of society.

Adoléscents who have some
physical or mental defect or who
are harassed by inharmony ar
nervous excitement at home,
rigors of poverty or disease, too
severe or too lax discipline are
not able to get along with people
at school or anywhere else. They
eventually get . into serious
trouble. To correct this situation
these individuals must be dealt
with not as criminals but more
like persons who are ill
